Wrongfully Held Eight Hours. 

‘My. sentence of fifteen days expired 
at noon of a certain Wednesday. Jail 
and prison sentences always expire at 
that hour, the same as insuran¢e poll- 
cies. This jailer probably knéw the 
law better than 1 did, but in order to 
get even with me he kept me until 
-8- o'clock in the evening. lt was 
then raining heavily, and I refused to 
go out.. He had me flung into the 
6treet and added a kick by way of 
farewell. nd probably thought he had 
seen the last of me. 

“Next mornihg | began a suit against 
him for false ‘mprisonment and on 
top of that another for assault and 
battery, and he had hardly conguited 


a lawyer before he was on band with’ 


an offer to settle with me for $150. 1 
closed with bim at that, and | think 
the lesson was one to do him good. 
“Yes, I've been in jail, and perhaps 
shall bring. up behind the bars again, 
but I shall-accept it all as in the day’s 
work and stand by my rights. , 
“Thank you again for the coin.

Besides the several domesticated 
species, there is. a wild silkworm 
found in. Central. America which 
weaves a baglike structure two feet 
in depth. that hangs from the trees. 


At a distance the nest resembles a° 


huge matted cobweb. The insect 
makes no cocoon, but weaves the silk 


im layers and skeins around the in: 


side of the nest. From Tegucigalpa 
there were sent to England some years 
ago about six pounds of this. silk. 
There it was made into handkerchiefs 
not easily detected from common silk 
of equal strength and delicate texture. 

There is a curious silk. producing 
‘spider in Central America, the arana 


de seda, which may be seen hurrying’ 


along with a load of fine silk on its 
back, from which trail numerous del- 
fcate fiaments.—Harper's Weekly.

Mr. McKay 
trimmed the first ¢edar hedge ever 
grown in Ottawa, and every single 
tree in the avenue was planted by 
his ‘wife. 

Ailiough the grounds may not have 
been perfectly kept in the days that 
have followed the Government's tak- 
ing over of the lease from Mr. McKay 
in 1865, they’certainly have been vast- 
ly improved in various “ways by suc- 
cessive Governor-Generals. Thus - it 
was our Princess Louise who cut the 
second avenue: through the woods, 
knowh as “The Princess's Vista,” 
whence you get a délightful view of 
Ottawa’ and the mointains beyond.
